Clash Over 
’56 Issues 


Democrat And GOP 
Chairmen Attack, 
Defend Ike Policies 


CHICAGO UP — Democratic Na­ 
tional Chairman Paul M. Butler 
■ays the Geneva summit confer­ 
ence was a Communist success be­ 
cause of a “huckster approach to 
foreign policy” by the Eisenhower 
administration. 
Republican National Chairman 
Leonard W. Hall countered in a 
debate Friday night that President 
Eisenhower and his Cabinet have 
brought America peace and pros­ 
perity. 
“Nowhere in the world is an 
enemy soldier shooting at an Amer­ 
ican boy today,” Hall said. 
The chairmen of the Republican 
and Democratic National Commit­ 
tees offered contrasting views of 
the present domestic and foreign 
problems—and their effects on the 
1956 elections—to the annual meet­ 
ing of the Illinois St^te Chamber 
of Commerce. A national radio 
network—CBS—broadcast the hour- 
long debate. 
“This whole huckster approach 
to foreign policy is damaging our 
world position,” Butler asserted. 
“The Republicans were so eager 
to make Geneva look successful, 
that they glossed over most of the 
real problems during the meeting 
at the summit (this summer be­ 
tween President Eisenhower, Rus­ 
sia’s Prem ier Bulganin, Britain’s 
Prim e Minister Eden and France’s 
Prem ier Faure). 
“Looking back, nearly every­ 
body now agrees that all the peace 
publicity brought about a prema­ 
tura letdown among the Western 
powers, with the result that the 
Russians have turned Geneva into 
a Communist success. 
“In my opinion, as a result of 
Geneva, the American people and 
the people of the free world are 
not as militant today. We have not 
strengthened our position ideologi­ 
cally.” 
On taking office, Hall answered, 
President Eisenhower “recognized 
immediately that communism was 
a world menace” and took steps 
to face it. 
He said the governments of Gua­ 
temala and Iran were friendly to 
the Soviets when Eisenhower was 
elected, but now those govern­ 
ments have been replaced by 
friends of the United States. 
Korea, Hall said, seemed “ al­ 
most aa endless war.” 
“Dwight D. Eisenhower went to 
Korea. . . . Soon after, the Korean 
war came to an end. I think that 
is a tremendous accomplishment. 
“They (the American public) like 
this peace with prosperity.” 
Butler said in answer: 
“ Mr. Hall may say his party won 
peace in Korea, but the terms 
were such that Sen. Knowland, the 
then GOP Senate majority leader, 
called it ‘peace without honor/ ” 
Hall said the Korean war might 
not have happened if the Truman 
administration had recognized that 
Communists were behind the Chi­ 
nese civil war—not agrarian re­ 
formers. 
Hall said the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration gave the country “ pros­ 
perity like we never dreamed of 
before, 
but 
more 
important—a 
prosperity with peace.” 
He said more Americans are em­ 
ployed than at any time in history 
and that wages are higher than 
ever. 
Butler charged that the Eisen­ 
hower 
administration 
“ with 
its 
Cabinet made up solely of repre­ 
sentatives of super big business” 
favors the interests of business. 
“ Corporations’ 
take-home pay 
last year—that is—profits 
after 
taxes, went up 26 per cent over 
the year before. But the average 
person’s take-home pay was up 
wily 3 per cent,” Butler said. 
“The stockholder feels this Re­ 
publican prosperity . . . but the 
farm er isn’t feeling it.”

ST. LOUIS UP—Streetcar and bus 
service returned to normal here 
today and negotiators began seek 
ing a settlement to the wage dis­ 
pute which touched off a four-day 
transit strike. 
Some 2,300 operators; members 
of the AFL Amalgamated Assn. of 
Street Electric Railway and Motor 
Coach Employes Union, shouted 
agreement to pleas by their union 
leaders Friday for a return to 
work.

Governors Ask 
Ike To Act On 
Farm Income 


GOF Midwest Chiefs 
Petition President To 
Restore ‘Fair Share’ 


DES MOINES, UP — Republican 
governors of the Midwest corn belt, 
politically conscious of 1956, have 
petitioned the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration for quick action “to re­ 
store to the farm er his fair share 
of the national income.” 
A four-point program asking for 
adoption of “short term emergency 
measures” to bolster sagging farm 
prices, was adopted here Friday 
at a conference attended by t h e 
governors or their representatives 
from the leading hog producing 
states. 
One of the major proposals was 
for a federal program of food pur­ 
chases “for use and not for de­ 
struction.” 
A resolution adopted by the gov­ 
ernors did not specifically mention 
hogs but participants agreed they 
would like to see Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Benson institute a prompt 
system of government purchases of 
pork for consumption. 
Represented at the conference, 
initiated by Gov. Leo Hoegh of 
Iowa, were the chief executives of 
Kansas, Nebraska, South Dakota 
and Indiana and representatives of 
the governors of Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Wyoming. 
Also present were Assistant Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Earl B u t z 
and Fred Seaton, deputy assistant 
to President Eisenhower. 
Butz reported the government 
has been considering a hog buying 
program but he did not know when 
one could be put into effect. 
“We don’t want to buy more 
than we can use,” he saki.

As Storm Rips 
Eastern Area 


Some Roads Blocked, 
Power Lines Down, 
Homes Evacuated 


NEW YORK U P -A violent fall 
storm, killing ll persons as it whip- 
lashed much of the Northeast, 
blew itself out today and a second 
tempest feared in the 
making 
failed to materialize. 
A huge section of t h e eastern 
seaboard 
was 
buffeted 
Friday 
night by winds of near hurricane 
force at times, plus home-flooding 
downpours and thundering tides. 
The storm deaths occurred in au­ 
tomobile accidents resulting from 
hazardous driving conditions, elec­ 
trocutions from falling wires and 
the capsizing of boats. 
New York state listed 7 deaths, 
Connecticut 2, New Jersey I and 
Maine I. 
For a time last night the bat­ 
tered area faced the chance of 
being hit by a second soggy blow. 
The Weather Bureau reported early 
today, however, that this second 
storm had failed to develop. It had 
previously cautioned that one might 
be brewing off the Carolina coast 
where the previous storm was 
born. 
Strong winds, with gusts nearly 
up to hurricane force (75 m.p.h.), 
lashed rain that measured 5 inches 
in some places along yesterday’s 
storm path. Roads were blocked, 
power lines broken and homes 
evacuated when floods threatened. 
The storm, however, lacked the 
punch of hurricanes that pounded 
the area in late summer and early 
fall. It was technically described 
as an “extra-tropical cyclone,” a 
storm formed outside the tropics 
by conflicting warm and cold air 
bodies. A hurricane is generated 
by warm air in the tropics. 
The storm struck on the eve of 
the first anniversary of hurricane 
Hazel and generally followed her 
path up through central Pennsyl­ 
vania toward Canada. By early 
morning the W e a t h e r Bureau 
placed the storm center in north 
west Pennsylvania, w h e r e its 
winds 
were reported

In Arlington For 
World War I Hero 
WASHINGTON UP—Raised from 
an obscure rural graveyard, the 
body of Maj. Samuel Woodfin ar­ 
rives today for reburial befitting 
a man once called America’s “out­ 
standing soldier” of World War I. 
He will be interned Monday in 
Arlington National Cemetery amid 
military ceremony contrasting with 
the simple rites of his first burial 
near Madison, Ind., four years ago. 
Recognition came to Woodfin 
as tardily in life as it did in death. 
Gen. John J. Pershing, choosing 
paUbearers for the unknown sol­ 
dier in 1921, came across Wood- 
fiU’s name and exclaimed: “ Why, 
I’ve already selected that man as 
the 
outstanding 
soldier of 
the 
AEF.” Pershing was commander 
of the American 
Expeditionary 
Forces in France in 1917-1918. 
Only then did the American pub­ 
lic—bedazzled by the exploits of 
such as Sgt. Alvin York and Capt. 
Eddie Rickenbacker—wake up to 
the fact that Woodfin had received 
the Medal of Honor for single- 
handedly wiping out a ser.es of 
German machinegun nests near 
Cunel, France, Oct. 12, 1918. 
Woodfin was introduced at the 
White House. Congress adjourned 
in his honor. The New York Stock 
Exchange suspended trading when 
he visited it. 
Then — inexplicably — Woodfin 
vanished from the public eye.

6 Lose Lives, 
21 Hurt As Bus 
Hits Big Truck 


Most Of Passengers 
Believed Asleep In 
Michigan Tragedy 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. UP — A 
two-decker Greyhound bus carry­ 
ing 25 passengers crashed into the 
rear of a parked semi-trailer truck 
early today, killing six persons and 
injuring 21 others. 
The bus driver and six passen­ 
gers remained in hospitals, some 
reported in critical condition. 
The dead were identified by state 
police as: 
Sylvia Money of York, Pa.; Sol 
Sender of 1049 Ainslie, Chicago; 
Mrs. Charles G. Roth of Lafayette 
Hill, Pa.; Helen Ruswak of 2847 
W. 24th Blvd., Chicago; Mrs. Frie- 
del Groenhoff of Los Altos, Calif., 
and Anthony William Bruno of 
Bloomington, Calif. 
Most of the passengers on the 
bus, on an express run from Chi­ 
cago to New York, were believed 
asleep at the time of the crash, 
about 1:40 a. rn. EDT, state police 
said. 
Harry Williams, 43, the truck 
driver, said he flashed a flare as 
a warning to the oncoming bus on 
U.S. 20, a four-lane highway, about 
six miles east of Michigan City 
but the driver apparently did not 
see it. 
Williams said he had halted his 
truck, loaded with 15,000 pounds of 
freight, to repair a broken air line 
and had set out four flares. 
“ After repairing the air line, 
Williams said, “I went to the rear 
of the truck to pick up the last 
lighted pot when I saw the bus 
approaching. 
“I kept waving it so the driver 
would see it. 
“ I kept thinking, ‘My God, isn’t 
he going to turn! Isn’t he going to 
turn! 
“Then I knew the bus was go­ 
ing to hit the truck and I started 
running. I got about 20 feet from 
the truck when the bus hit. I was 
knocked down by the debris.” 
Police Capt. Ogden Jarvis of 
Michigan City, who arrived on the 
scene shortly after the crash, said 
the impact of the crash sheared 
off the right side of the bus from 
the grill to where the second deck 
starts, about IO feet back. 
“There appeared to have been 
no panic,” Capt. J a r v i s said. 
“Everybody on the bus was hurt, 
some fatally. 
“The bus seats were twisted and 
mangled and the bus was a total 
loss.” 
The truck overturned on its side 
after the collision. 
25 Injured As Bus 
Smacks Into Barrier

Man, Woman 
Said Victims 
Of Explosion 


Mervin Buxton Home 
In VUlage West End 
Reported As Leveled 


A Salineville man and woman 
were thought to have been killed 
shortly before noon today in an 
unexplained explosion at a home 
just outside the West End of the 
village. 
The sheriffs office at Lisbon re­ 
ceived a report shortly after ll that 
two definitely were knpwn dead but 
attendants at the Salineville Vil­ 
lage Hall, receiving calls after the 
fire department rushed to 
t h e 
scene, said they understood one 
person was killed outright and an­ 
other was missing. 
The explosion occurred at the 
home of Mervin Buxton, Saline­ 
ville coal dealer residing about a 
mile west of the town. 
He was a widower and employed 
Mrs. Gladys Bland as his house­ 
keeper. 
A report shortly after noon from 
residents in the vicinity of the Bux­ 
ton home said his body had been 
found in the garden at the rear. 
There was no clue as to the 
whereabouts of* his housekeeper. 
The blast virtually demolished 
the home and flames started rag­ 
ing through the debris immediate­ 
ly afterward. 
Firemen were called about 15 
minutes after the detonation, which 
was heard by many persons in the 
West End. The blast was timed at 
10:40. 
Information from the scene was 
sketchy as firemen first subdued 
the flames before starting 
t h e 
search for the missing woman. 
The Kerr Funeral Home w a s 
called to send its ambulance and 
it was reported then that both bod­ 
ies had been found — one in the 
basement kitchen and the other 
outside the house. 
The housekeeper was believed 
formerly of Chester and 
leaves 
two sons. 
There was no immediate 
ex­ 
planation as to the cause of the 
explosion.

New Effort 
Made To Free 
Dr. Sheppard 
COLUMBUS, Ohio UP—In a new 
bid to free convicted wife-slayer 
Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard, attorneys 
have filed a 504-page brief with 
the Ohio Supreme Court. 
The action came yesterday, a 
normal day in the prison life of 
the 31-year-old osteopath who is 
now working as an auto mechanic 
at Ohio Penitentiary. A jury found 
him guilty last Dec 21 of the July 
4, 1954, murder of his pregnant 
wife, Marilyn. 
The thick volume was laden with 
photographs and sketches of Shep­ 
pard’s suburban Bay Village home, 
reproductions of newspaper head­ 
lines, and other materials. With it 
was a 111-page appendix dealing 
with action taken last July l l by 
the court of appeals. 
In Cleveland, Saul S. Danaceau, 
assistant county prosecutor, said 
the bulk of the defense brief will 
delay an early reply by the state. 
Sheppard’s attorneys must con­ 
vince the high court that his con­ 
stitutional rights had been violated 
in order to obtain his release. 
The law allows the state 15 days 
to file a reply, but the prosecution 
may ask for an additional 30 days.

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The Regret Is General 
The trustees expressed "regret’* Friday as 
Miss Mary Hall resigned as librarian. T h e 
board is not alone. City residents, young and 
old, will echo that regret for the departure of 
Miss Hall, who has served for nearly four de­ 
cades. 
Miss Hall has been a fine librarian. She 
brought a thorough training to the job when 
she began in 1916. She recognized the worth 
of good reading, a feeling she managed to con­ 
vey to many* youngsters who continued as her 
"book patrons’* when they became adults and 
whose children Miss Hall helped guide down 
the rich path of literature and self - enlighten­ 
ment. 
Attesting to her well - founded understanding 
of the service of a library to a community, the 
institutuion has shown considerable growth un­ 
der her direction. Selecting 1,000 to 1,500 books 
each year to add to the library. Miss Hall 
has seen it reach a circulation of 100,000 an­ 
nually. 
A library is a repository for all that man­ 
kind knows or thinks or has experienced and 
Miss Hall always insisted that as many people 
as possible should dip into this vast storehouse 
of knowledge. 
It will take a good person to fill her shoes. 


CIO’s Initialed Proposal 
The "hot issue’* in this year’s election is the 
CIO statewide proposal on unemployment com­ 
pensation. 
It is hot for these reasons: 
1. It was put on the ballot by initiative peti­ 
tion, after the CIO was unable to get what it 
demanded from the General Assembly. There­ 
fore, it has the effect of making Ohio voters de­ 
cide whether or not to rebuke the legislature 
for not knuckling under to a CIO demand. 
2. It calls for such an enormous increase in 
unemployment compensation rates and in the 
prerogatives of persons covered by the com­ 
pensation in Ohio that the whole nature of un­ 
employment compensation would be altered. It 
is an attempt in this key industrial state to 
carry out the CIO’s ldhg-range program of set­ 
ting up guaranteed annual wage structures on 
a statewide basis. 
3. It represents a financial demand on em­ 
ployers far in excess of anything that had been 
foreseen under the General Assembly’s policy of 
providing just enough unemployment compensa­ 
tion to provide a minimum tide-over income be­ 
tween jobs. 
4. In the name of providing generous benefits 
to the deserving, the proposed law would lower 
the high barriers that prudently have been kept 
in place against loafers and grafters who are al­ 
ways with us and must be barred from taking 
unfair advantage of security measures financed 
by the energetic. 
5. It calls for a showdown on the strength of 
the CIO in Ohio — not the numerical strength 
of CIO membership but the political strength of 
the organization’s leadership. If the CIO lead­ 
ers can demonstrate by this initiated proposal 
that they can override the state legislature and 
lick all the private opposition to a radical pro­ 
posal for revising unemployment compensation 
in Ohio to suit themselves, CIO leaders will be 
political king-pins in this state. 
This is not an issue about arithmetic, al­ 
though arithmetic is mighty important when the 
CIO seeks to raise maximum weekly benefits 
from $33 to $50, dependency allowances from $6 
to $9 and total benefits in a year from a little 
more than one thousand dollars to consid­ 
erably more than two thousand dollars in one 
swoop. 
Nor is it an issue about the principle of un­ 
employment compensation at all, which has 
been in existence since 1939 in Ohio, with bene­ 
fits increased six times since the beginning, the 
latest time on Oct. IO. The principle of tide-over 
payments is well established in Ohio; there is 
no argument about it. 
\ 
The point of division on the issues — the place 
where the issue is joined — is the CIO’s effort 
to inflict its will on Ohio vs. the voters of Ohio 
who think the CIO is trying to overreach it­ 
self. 
Its leaders cannot be blamed for trying, nor 
for using the legal right of petition in their ef­ 
fort. They have asked for a showdown. They 
have asked Ohio voters to decide whether they 
should be given something they could not get 
from the 101st General Assembly. 
We believe Ohio voters who understand what 
is al stake will say no to their proposition — 
and we believe all voters should do everything 
in their power before Nov. 8 to understand that 
the political effects of approving this proposal 
would be even more far-reaching than its dras­ 
tic financial effects.

The Frozen Smile 


Khrushchev ordered the world to 
smile. He smiled. His associates 
smiled. Bulganin smiled. Molotov 
smiled. Eisenhower and D u l l e s 
smiled. T h e 
press and radio 
advised the hu­ 
man race that 
it was smiling 
time. It w a s 
like a chorus in 
a comic opera 
— all 
smiles. 
But what were 
t h e y smiling 
George Sokolsky about? An end 
to international tensions, we were 
told, was the reason for the smiles. 
Everything was going to move bet­ 
ter in the world. The Bear and the 
sheep would lie down together—a 
most uncomfortable position f o r 
both. The Cold War would be ended 
without a fighting war taking place 
at all. 
So the smile was frozen into a 
smirk because events move for­ 
ward and some of them are very 
unpleasant. IJor instance, that little 
episode of the arms deal w i t h 
Egypt—a 
logical 
deal, 
for 
if 
Egypt cannot get arms in o n e 
place, the Egyptians will 
s h o p 
around. But that might bring a 
real war between Egypt and Israel. 
There is no telling how the United 
States would get involved in that, 
or even the United Nations. And 
there is no telling how a little 
fighting war could grow into a gen­ 
eral fighting war. The 
Russians 
apparently do not worry a b o u t 
that, despite the Geneva s p i r i t . 
Maybe they are looking for a fight­ 
ing war. 


PERHAPS H A D PRESIDENT 
Eisenhower been well, he might 
have invited Khrushchev to Wash­ 
ington to talk over a plan to arms- 
starve all the Middle Eastern coun­ 
tries, so that none of them could 
start little wars, but that is now 
impossible and therefore e v e r y ­ 
thing must go pro forma, through 
channels, and there is no telling 
where these unnecessary conferen­ 
ces will lead to. At any rate, there 
is little hope for too many smiles 
in the immediate future. 
Geneva seems to have been a 
gay evening, a happy party, a mo­ 
ment for song and dance. A n d 
then came the morning after the 
night before and there was so little 
to remember, except that Khrusch- 
chev was very amusing and Bul­ 


ganin very handsome and Gromyko 
bored and young-tired which is the 
worst kind of tiredness. And the 
Americans wondered why they had 
ever gone to that particular party 
because it looked like such a good 
party while it lasted and then it 
appeared to be such a bad party 
and no one knew why it ever hap­ 
pened at all. 


AT ANY RATE, after a g o o d 
time was had by all and the guests 
went home, the world moved in its 
course, the same as before. It was 
the same disturbed world. Only the 
old German Chancellor r o a r e d 
with true German laughter, Belly- 
laughter, loud and noisy and full 
of guile. Adenauer probably g o t 
what he wanted, not all but more 
than he had ever expected. The 
old man is full of wisdom and he 
knew how to stand up against a 
fellow like Khrushchev who is new 
to all this business and acts like a 
novice. 
Americans laugh 
at KhruSch­ 
ell ev’s getting drunk in Yugoslavia 
but the old German does not bother 
with trivialities; he goes to t h e 
heart of the m atter. "Give me my 
Germans or I’ll not talk about any­ 
thing!” So he got the Germans who 
had been prisoners for a decade or 
more and then he got pneumonia 
or something and he is sick. But 
Khrushchev is not laughing. 


SO FRANCE has been further 
weakened. It looks as t h o u g h 
France has lost more of the war 
and the after-war than any other 
country. Something has gone out of 
the French nature—and that is that 
famed ingredient called F r e n c h 
logic. For if France still owned a 
modicum of logic, it would know 
how to build a government that 
could stand and be secure l o n g 
enough for France to be restored to 
greatness. But what does France 
do? It gets into internal and local 
quarrels, dangerous anywhere but 
mad for the French—sheer mad­ 
ness. For France can be 
over­ 
whelmed by her own 
traitorous 
Communists. A n d she is in peril 
f r o m 
her 
nationalistic 
Arabs. 
France is in all kinds of danger; 
yet the French are diverted from 
the main task which is to make 
France strong. 
And so Geneva came and passed 
and we still ned3 to know how to 
make a peace of God, one not for 
an historic second but for the love 
of God and man.

Bricker Amendment Needed

It was a source of great disap­ 
pointment to those who were aware 
of the perils to our economy in 
c e r t a i n proposed international 
agreements that the President and 
his secretary of state refused, two 
years ago, to agree to any reason­ 
able modification of the Bricker 
Amendment. It is to the credit of 
this 
administration that' it has 
stood firmly against a number of 
proposed plans which would have 
seriously invaded the jurisdiction 
of Congress and the courts of this 
country. 
Lasting credit for this resistance 
to the schemes of Socialists abroad 
and at home go to Herbert Hoover 
Jr., undersecretary of state; Felix 
Wormser, assistant secretary of 
the interior; and Preston Hotch­ 
kiss, who served for a time as the 
American member on the U. N. 
Economic and Social Council. 
Sen. Thomas E. Martin of Iowa 
presented a most informative re­ 
view of events in this field at a 
meeting of the American Mining 
Congress at Las Vegas last week. 
The so-called Havana Charter, 
which would have been a whole­ 
sale surrender of American sov­ 
ereignty, was submitted by Presi­ 
dent Truman to Congress and de­ 
cisively rejected. After that experi­ 
ence, the zealous people, mostly 
Americans, 
who 
had 
originally 
sponsored 
the 
Havana 
Charter, 
have attempted to slip their handi­ 
work through piecemeal. 
So the U. N. Economic and So­ 
cial Council brought about an in­ 
ternational "co - ordinating” com­ 
mittee which brought forth a com­ 
modity agreement which repre­ 
sentatives of the State Department 
attempted to have this government 
accept. This effort was stopped in 
its tracks by Wormser, represent­ 
ing the Department of the Interior, 
and by representatives of the De­ 
partment of Commerce. 
Another chapter of the Havana 
Charter dealt with international 
agreements to prevent restrictive 
business practices — in short, an 
international anti-trust law. 
This has been firmly rejected by 
the United States. But its rejection 
has not cooled the ardor of the 
proponents. One of them, Sigmund 
Timberg, appeared only last month 
before the Senate subcommittee on 
anti-trust and monopoly. Timberg 
had served as secretary of the “Ad 
Hoc” Committee of the U.N. and 
before that was for many years an 
official of the U.S. Department of 
Justice. 
The proposed 
agreement 
still 
pressed upon Congress by Timberg 
would set up an international tri­ 
bunal to determine what practices 
are restrictive. The nations accept­ 
ing the agreement w o u l d then 
prosecute the accused in their own 
courts. Thus our agencies of jus­ 
tice would have their work cut out 
for them by an international body. 
This 
agreement 
would 
not 
be 
operative in nations with no anti­ 
trust laws. It wrould apply only to 
the United States, Canada, a n d 
possibly the United Kingdom. 
The implication of this is that 
the United States was asked to 


accept an international 
body to 
bring indictments against its own 
citizens, created by a lot of na­ 
tions which were themselves im­ 
mune. This, of course, would be a 
complete surrender of sovereignty 
in a m atter vitally affecting the 
entire American economy. 
The rejection of this proposal by 
this administration is no reason to 
expect that attempts of a similar 
nature would not be accepted by 
future administrations more friend­ 
ly to international socialism. In 
fact, the creation of the Havana 
Charter and its submission to Con­ 
gress by President Truman clearly 
mean that should the Truman- 
Acheson policies again become the 
policies of this government, o u r 
economy would soon 
find 
itself 
under control of international tri­ 
bunals. 
That is why the Bricker Amend­ 
ment or a reasonable amendment 
thereof should be adopted without 
further delay.

also taken a new turn. The 
questions being asked 
now are 
these: 
First, on Jan. 20, 1956, Eisen­ 
hower will have served exactly 
three years. Is this not likely to 
be the occasion for the pronounce­ 
ment he all along has had in mind 
renomination? 
Second, if Eisenhower undertakes 
to remain in office until die end of 
his fourth year, Jan. 20, 1957, will 
he or will he not risk further 
damage to his health because of 
the cares of his office? 
Third, if the President really de­ 
sires a complete respite from the 
responsibilities of his office, would 
he be • able to get this 
in 
any 
way except by resigning on Jan. 
20, 1956, and giving up the fourth 
year of his term? 
Fourth, if the President and his 
physicians decide he can carry on 
throughout a fourth year, why isn’t 
it logical to assume that he could, 
therefore, also carry on for a fifth 
year or sixth year or longer? 


PLAINLY, THE DEVOTED ad­ 
mirers of the President who think 
he is really indispensable to his 
country and world affairs at this 
critical time in history are asking 
in all earnestness: Why, if the 
President can serve a full year 
from Jan. 20, 1956. can’t he be 
counted on to serve for as much of 
a second term as he is able? 
The argument is made that the 
American people in 1956. if Eisen­ 
hower were the candidate, would 
not be voting for a man who was 
certain to serve the full four years. 
The answer to this is that no can­ 
didate ever has been certain he 
could serve out his term, and the 
electorate 
t a k e s 
that 
chance 
always. 
The 
Constitution 
fully 
recog­ 
nizes this 
contingency and pro­ 
vides that the American people 
shall elect a vice president at 
the same time they elect a presi­ 
dent. 
While it is true that under the 
present electoral system the can­ 
didates for president and vice pres­ 
ident must bet voted on together and 
cannot be separated — as was 
originally the case in the 
first 
years of the Republic, before the 
Constitution was changed — the 
voter can nevertheless by his poli­ 
tical influence in his own party 
and through a national convention 
express his wishes as to wTho should 
be the vice-presidential nominee. 


THERE IS A NEW emphasis on 
the v i c e presidency nowadays. 
Also, the voter can refuse to cast 
his ballot for a ticket if either 
name on it is not acceptable to 
him. 
If the President does eliminate 
himself from the race and the 
months of 1956 reveal him to be in 
a condition of health approximating 
his normal status, more and more 
people will say it was a mistake 
for him to have withdrawn. 
One wonders 
how” 
Eisenhower 
himself may feel if the Lord spares

him another four years in rela­ 
tively 
good 
health 
and during 
those four years he observes blun­ 
ders made by a successor presi­ 
dent. 
Will his conscience bother him 
and make him think he should riot 
have consulted his own wishes but 
should have stayed on despite the 
risks? If America, for example, 
became involved in a war, many 
Americans might feel that Eisen­ 
hower, by staying in office, could 
have avoided it. 
Would history then say that a dif­ 
ferent decision should have been 
made by him? 


CERTAINLY NOBODY ought to 
exercise political pressure on the 
President — as, for example, to 
argue that his continuance in of­ 
fice is necessary to the Republican 
party or to any of the persons now 
in office. 
Public opinion, which is in the 
main not too concerned by political 
parties as such, may indicate that 


Eisenhower has a duty 
to 
his 
country above all else. When a 
young man volunteers for duty in 
the armed services despite physi­ 
cal handicaps, he shows the high­ 
est form of devotion to his country. 
Dwight Eisenhower has b e e n 
trained as a soldier. His sense of 
duty will determine his future. If 
he does decide that he cannot be 
a candidate, he will reiterate his 
belief that no man is indispens­ 
able and that the 
nation 
must 
take a calculated risk in select­ 
ing at the November 1956 election 
someone for the highest office 
in the land who the majority of 
voters think, can best carry out 
the w i s h e s of the American 
people. 
Might not Eisenhower also say, 
when Jan. 20, 1956, comes, that 
the country should have the serv­ 
ices of a full-time president im­ 
mediately for the whole year of 
1956 and the 20 days of 1957 until 
a successor is inaugurated?

A Bangala of the 
Upper Congo in Africa had to fur­ 
nish his father-in-law four slaves, 
two male and two female. 
A Basilemma swain, in the terri­ 
tory southeast of Lake Victoria, 
pays a first installment of 60 sheep. 
Then he must work for his bride’s 
father for two years. A Banyoro 
pays with cattle as fast as he can, 
but any children born in the mean­ 
time belong to the father-in-law un­ 
til each is paid for separately with 
a cow.

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Foundry Firm 
History Given 
To Lions Club 


Mackintosh'Heui pit ill 
Executive Explains 
Planes Operations 


In its role as a jobbing foundry, 
the Mackintosh-Hemphill Division 
of the E. W. Bliss Co. at Midland 
makes castings that range from a 
few pounds to 50 tons, the Lions 
Club was told Friday noon. 
Speaking at the weekly luncheon 
meeting in the Travelers Hotel, J. 
C. Ketterer, assistant superintend­ 
ent of operations, discussed Mack­ 
intosh’s history and operations. The 
company’s principal products are 
rolls, rolling mill equipment and 
machinery and slag handling equip­ 
ment, he said. 
Describing the steps in casting a 
roll, he told of preparing the mold, 
ordering the metal from the open- 
hearth, cooling the casting and the 
annealing, cleaning and scaling be­ 
fore it is ready for shipment. 
Sometimes three months elapse 
in processing a big roll from the 
time the order is received until 
shipment is made, he explained. 
The casting cools for 7 to 19 days, 
then goes to the annealer for one 
to three weeks, he said. 
Mackintosh employs 325, about 
60 per cent- of them from East 
Liverpool and vicinity, Ketterer ex­ 
plained. He said the plant is known 
as a “safe and steady” place to 
work. Mackintosh has r e c e i v e d 
awards* “year after year a f t e r 
year” as one of the safest foun­ 
dries in the U. S., Ketterer said. 
Mackintosh, founded in 1803. op­ 
erates the steel foundry in Mid­ 
land and an iron foundry in Pitts­ 
burgh, he related. 
Ketterer also traced the history 
of foundry work, declaring it dates 
back 6,000 years. The first found­ 
ries were established in America 
in the 1750’s despite an English 
law that prohibited shipment of 
forges and other metal working 
equipment to the Colonies, he said. 
The Civil Ward gave impetus to 
foundry work when the Southern 
forces captured the Nor th s major 
arms works at Harpers Ferry, 
causing the Union to set up im­ 
proved factories to turn out gun 
barrels, Ketterer said. 
Ketterer cited 
a long list of 
“firsts” in Mackintosh’s history, 
including the first 30-inch revers­ 
ing blooming mill in the U.S. and 
the first two-high reversing bloom­ 
ing mill, which was built for what 
is now the Homestead Works of 
the U.' S. Steel Corp. 
He was introduced by Dr Myer 
Alpern, program chairman. J a c k 
Davies was introduced as a new 
member.

A great deal is written these 
days about “problem-solving” —

in unlocking their personalities and 
thus entering into a more satis­ 
factory life. 
A businessman had a top em­ 
ploye whose work was growing 
worse and worse. Where this man 
had formerly been a hard a n d 
forceful worker, he was now defi­ 
nitely declining in efficiency. It 
was obvious to the employer that 
personal affairs were so much on 
his mind that they *were adversely 
affecting his usefulness to the or­ 
ganization. 


SO MY FRIEND finally had to 
call in the man and ask him what 
was wrong. 
* “I have a great many things 
bothering m e,” the man s a i d , 
“and, in addition, my wife is sick.” 
“What’s wrong with your wife?” 
the employer asked. 
“I don’t really know,” was the 
answer. “The doctors can find noth­ 
ing organically wrong, but still she 
is sick all the time.” 
My friend suggested that possi­ 
bly he could help them. He asked 
the man to bring his wife to the of­ 
fice to see him. The man did so 
and the three of them sat around 
a conference table and talked. 
The wife would present her prob­ 
lems, the husband would add oth­ 
ers, and the problems began to 
pile up, so much so that it was 
apparent that this couple was com­ 
pletely swamped by their m a n y 
difficulties. This confusion, it later 
appeared, had overwhelmed t h e 
wife, her personality had retreated, 
and thus she felt and acted ill. 
The domestic problems, added to 
the business responsibilities of the 
husband, had overburdened his en­ 
ergies, thus reducing his efficiency 
on the job. 


FORTUNATELY, the employer 
had been reading a book entitled 
“The Golden Key,” by the late 
Emmet Fox. In this book, Dr. Fox 
advocates the simple technique of 


thinking a problem through com­ 
pletely and consicnetiously. 
The next step is to shift the 
thoughts from the problem and its 
details and instead to fix the mind 
on God. His idea is that by bring­ 
ing God into a situation as the cen­ 
tral idea, in due course problems 
will be clarified and the right an­ 
swer found. This technique is based 
on the fact that a spiritual ap­ 
proach to problems creates the 
quiet mind out of which right think­ 
ing becomes possible. 
So my friend prayed with this 
couple. He started them thinking 
about God rather than about them­ 
selves and their troubles. By prac­ 
ticing this procedure they were 
able to get a proper perspective. 
By centering their attention on 
God and by spiritually s h a r i n g 
their problems with others, they 
learned to think objectively and, 
therefore, soundly. As a result, the 
wife got hold of herself so com­ 
pletely that she became a well per­ 
son. The man is once more effec­ 
tive in business. They are now two 
happy people — all because they 
learned to use the golden key to 
happiness. 
That is a great secret. In your 
difficulties and your troubles try 
thinking about God. When prob­ 
lems come at you from every di­ 
rection and seem to baffle you, 
apply that simple rule. If you think 
only about your worries, you will 
feel tired, ineffective and lifeless. 
Think about God and serve others. 
This 
will 
keep your 
energies 
strong and your mind will become 
quiet and peaceful. It then will 
serve you well as an efficient work­ 
ing tool with which to attack your 
problems. Thinking about God is 
not merely a religious matter, but 
it is also a tremendous mind-con­ 
ditioning technique.

“Teach me to sit at Thy feet, 
and to hear Thy word.” 
This is the golden key to happi­ 
ness.

More than 60 filed official protests 
with Council June 6. 
The assessm ent figure was made 
public last May, when it was re-! 
ported to Council by the city en­ 
gineer’s office. But, before t h e 
money can be collected, Council j 
m ust enact the assessing ordi-j 
nance. 
The legislation, like all others of 1 
its kind, provides the property-own. I 
ers m ay pay the charges in cash 
within 30 days or in five annual in­ 
stallm ents — plus interest — on ! 
their tax bills. The law provides 
that the unpaid assessments be cer- 
titled to the county auditor’s of-! 
fice at Lisbon for collection on the 
tax duplicate. 
Councilman Robert G. Duncan, j 
who resides in Fisher Park, and 
Solicitor Joseph Cooper said the 
residents are circulating a petition 
asking a 10-year period in which 
to pay the assessments. 
Launched in the fall of 1952, the 
project was completed early this 
year. The overall cost was $116,701, 
of which the city will pay $10,138, 
leaving $106,563 to be paid by the 
property-owners. In all street and 
sewer improvements, the city pays 
per cent of the overall price, 
plus the cost of work across inter­ 
sections. 
Mayor Arnold W. Devon’s ad­ 
ministration let the contract in Oc­ 
tober 1952 to the ADM Excavating 
Co. of Lisbon on a base price of 
$61,757. The contractor blamed ex­ 
trem ely deep excavation, plus an 
unexpectedly high quantity of rock 
excavation, for nearly doubling the 
cost. The contract price on rock 
excavation was $30 a cubic yard. 
When the work stalled in Jan ­ 
uary 1953 for lack of funds, the 
estim ated assessm ent was h i k e d 
tentatively to $17 a foot. Originally, 
it had been estim ated at about 


$10.20. 
Council held a series of confer­ 
ences with the property - owners 
last sum m er, but no compromise 
was worked out. At the last m eet­ 
ing, Council said it would confer 
again with the property - owners 
before enacting the assessing ord­ 
inance. 
Council also is scheduled to con­ 
sider legislation to vacate M erritt 
Alley between Cuban Alley a n d 
Central Ave. The request has been 
pending since July.
